Om of (ha bittmtl iruthe Ml to ill by 
Rouiefui 1.1 1 L11, ii, that " few people, 
kaow how Lt> hr old." We mwt taw a 
woman above flvf-and-thirty ticking her 
bee 11 about in a ball room, without think- 
ing uMliii. It iaa. tiuth |ieruliarlj »ud 
painfull; ajij.hr.ihir to wumt-n who have 
never acquired or fought fur other capital 
tntfr " Iwke," Whert the good look* of 
fuoliah wuiritn have fluTtn, [he.y are obliged 
to war with nature . with wh*t lUCMia 
we mil iparcthem the pain of mentioning, 
when the forces are only Mr. RonLtsn'i 
Kalydor and female art on the one side, 
Olid those inviriciblei/J'itiie, and ivriuklei, 
and sltin. uii 1 he olhtr. 

And yrt itrangt a* il ia, it il nevetlhr- 
leu true, that old women have often per- 
■ uadrd tiiemetivea thai they are too ninch 
for nature, and thai they have been emi 
nently sucersslul in the production of an 
artificial girlhood. Many a time and oft 
hare are teen a conititutionalty aangutnr 
old girl of thie kind, earning a counterfeit 
one -and -twenty over aome imart yovng 
officer, whilst he poor fellow hae heeu in 
Tiin elruggling 10 control hi* eye* from 
wandering; after the only true and genuine 
one-aud-tweoty, floating about, not far 
off, m her 0*11 aliaoiphere of beauty, and 
light, and grace. Why doei not the young 
officer emancipate himself then ' Why 
not at once cut the unconscionable uld 
pertecutorJ Well, perhapi it would be 
difficult for himself to answer the 
queilion. It may be that hi ii i 
young man abort the average of the Be- 

Ejcnemal eentibilily, and would nut hurl 
er feeltnn. It may be, thai he ii fre- 
quently atked to her dinner*, and that he 
feels 1I1* liaa to rue sort of right to take il 
out of him in devolion and pulka. Il 
it idle, however,to .vaite further time in 
atteropliitg to get at auch lnyiterioui 
thingi M motivei. The wayi of the hu- 
man heart— and elomech— arc Unbeatcha- 
ble. 

It ii aufficient that the pentTerinf and 
adhesive old Judy has gol him, and thai 
the krepe him ai lung a his pcuhar 
ftmli anil blood can ttand it. She- work* 
him, puur starlet ilave, in quadrille! • in 
which, it she be fat, (whieh the often 
la) ihe float* about like an overwhelm- 
ing city barge, complacently itag 
gering and exciting the human 
ipecin about her, in culliiion* innumera- 
ble, occaiionally hurling light framed and 
highly aitoniihed young men into the 
cfutrc of neighbouring quadrillei, to be 
•Urad at on ali lidet a* if Ihey bad fallen 
from Ihe iky. If ah* be very lean — and 
be il noted ihe it almnit alwaya in the ex- 
treme one way 01 the other, ihe ud- 
pleaaanlly illualrale* the very eeriom 
Kience of anatomy, in that feitive aceqe, 
and forcei upon your unwilling attention 
the disagreeable idea of your own iktlelun 
and iln demonstrable mortality. Some- 
time! ihe drag! the much-enduring sol- 
dier to Ihe promenade, and sometime! 
sidling toward* a circle of tnaniacki, who 
are already »t wurk not far from her. the 
suddenly Ihrowi hereelf into a paroiyim 
or polka, pulling her scarlet victim after 
her, and compelling tlW unfortunate young 
man, to hold her up, to graip and wieitlr 
with, and restrain her, in circles and circle* 
of convulsions, and in her fiercest de- 
lirium of kicks, until the spectator* 
ate fain to rush in, stop the exhibition, 
deliver the alarmed and desperate young 
man, from hii exciting responsibility, and 
hnnd the deluded old woman over to the 
safe custody of her friends. 

fie it known, however, we (peak only 
of dimnng old women, not of old women 
in general - of the specie 1, not of Ihe 
genus. A true and natural old woman, 
one who ia content with whit she is, and 
doei not itraiu to repudiate, and shove 
naiure out of sight, or to dree* her face 
and figure into a cheat, or impudently 
dine her reipectable antiquity about, 
whilit young girls are tilting still for 
want uf pattnerl, such an old woman 
*i tbii. ii frequently a delightful being. 
We know of a few iuch , alai, how few. 

Now, one or two ol these ungovernably 
saltatory old ladie*,— fur the honour of 
Ihe Ml, they are not very many, 
—have delivered themselves of what 
Ihey call opinion*, upon (hi* 
■ubject of Government House society. 
One has said, " I ihink UU1." Another 
ha* said, " I think that ," whereas in 
truth, and in fact, there is scarcely an old 
woman of this kind, who has thought 
about it at all. They think that they 
think, but upon overhauling their 
wretched excuaei for ideas, you discover 
plainly that ihey can no more think. 
Out they can be young or beautiful. 

Most men upon this subject are reason- 
able, 80 are almost all young, and 
unsophisticated women. But old 
women, those whose minds, is some sa- 
gacious philosopher baa said, — and we art 
•frlid, with tou much Irulfc,— have be- 
come as deformed ss iheir bodiei, cry col, 
" why should all this fuss be made » 
where'* the great harm of naughty women 
going to Government Houk 1 you are not 
obliged lo see them, you are not obliged 
to know they are there." 

Now do these old women say this because 
il.es r*m< there'i no harm in ill No, 
Ihey say 11 because vanity, noise, and ex 
citemeat, at* their element. Because 
they still cherish the detiiiiun that the 
poetry of motion ii not yet exhausted in 
them, Becauie ihe plenoreiof ihopping, 
and spending their husband's money, and 
the yet mrming delif/ht of dressing out 
(boat old bodie*. which they ought 10 re- 
Beet mml so soon be screwed down, are 
paramount, loamy moral consideration, 
in (what, rot want uf a w oft j, we must 
call) their mind*. 

" You are not obliged to ice them 1 you 
are not obliged to kruvw they ace there." 
Delicate caiuistry, charming ingenuity 
Lei u* *hurtly examine the morality, and 
tberneriU.oflliiikindof- 
II il ot»c*led (bat to 



and immodest women together into the 
same comjiany, ii wrung. The most 
dancing woman in the world, would tell 
their young and inuucetit daughteis, that 
thry mutt never moie in circles where 
wumen of lost character ate to be met, 
Nevertheless the mother believing that ihe 
it to encounter such pet sons live re, goes to 
the Government House ball. The young 
daughter, not old enough lo come out, 
has perhaps taken up the Herald, or has 
01 her win learned the true state of ihe 
facts, .She asks her mama, afterlhe ball, if 
it ii Irsie thai there were improper prisons 
then, The mama must answer no or 
ye*. The former ii out of the queition. 
She is obliged therefore lo lay yei, "Why, 
mama, \ thought you always told me that 
virtuosi! wutniu never went, where fAry 
kntw improper women were to be found," 
" Why yes, ttiy dear, but O-overnment 
House II inch i large place, that you art 
not obligtcUu sec them, you are not obliged 
to kaow that they are there." 

The* little, girl not being* casuist, and 
rjeingpos-fssrd only of the natunl light 
of her pure and unsophisticated reason, 
■ annul comprehend the nice meaning of 
the words " not obliged to sec," and not 
obliged to know," and therefore with a 
direct lies* of perception and of purport, 
very generally found in little girl* before 
they have taken lessons in the mixture uf 
truth and falsehood, rejoini : 

" Well but mama cfuf you see them, 
and did you know they were there, for I 
tanncrt understand how you are not 
oblig-ed to see Ihem, if you have your eyei 
open, and these persons are. before you ; 
or how you are not obliged Lo know they 
were there, when you saw thein there, and 
were told before hind, that they were lo 
be there," 

Thus might a ii tuple child convict the 
insincerity of its mother. Thus might it 
discover (first fatal step towardi the cor- 
ruption of its own young and pure heart) 
the real indifference of the mother as to 
lilting (when the liked il,) with the 
corrupt of her own self. 

It is aatouishing how ingenious is the 
human mind in finding excuses, fur what 
it cannot conceal frank itttlf, ii intrlb- 
sically wrong. Tha abov* ingenious 
form uf word*, ss to there being do olh- 
gallon on our eyesight, or our knowledge, 
is 1 sample of it. 1 hie ii tb* tain at- 
tempt to ihut oul (he light of truth, to 
keep the mind in the dark, and to sup- 
press the riling tuggcatiwu of consci- 
ence, "The Wovm-.oa't holt** is But 
like a private house. Il is a puhlic ga- 
thering of people, tu fipreis their loyalty 
and respect, for the beloved Qi> tin's Re- 
presentative. If improper persons are 
there, you are not obliged to know il, 
you are not obliged lu (peak lo Ihem." 
this, and such language as this, we hare 
heard from the mouths, of the mother,- of 
young daugbteri. Shuffler, and deceitful 
one, whether male or female, well thou 
knowest Ihe hollow nets of thutthou uttercrri. 
Well (huu knowesl thai thou art endea- 
vouring to twist and tori me the trstth lo 
Ihy own liking. Thou wilt go, not lie- 
cause thou I t: in Lest thou doit no wrong 
in » doing— for well thou knowMt thou 
dost wrong, and could not venture SB state 
and justify it lo thy young daughter ; — 
but thou wilt go, because thy light and 
vacant mirid ii impatient of simple and 
domestic plenum— becau** thou fanciest 
it it ungtnteel to be away. Thy daugh- 
ters are young, and pure, and capable of 
any teaching thou iintillut, Every att 
of thine i* an example to sAtu, No act 
uf a parent can be an unimpor- 
tant one, whilst her children can 
be influenced by it. Would you 
lake your young daughters lo a 
Theatre, and let them sit in the same box 
with women whose characters you would 
not venture to name to them 1 And is 
not that a public place loo! And are 
you obliged (**«, lo see or know that such 
improper persons ate in Ihe aatne box with 
you ? 

" Ah, but (Acre, there ia no Govxattoii, 
no Govt* nor* lady ; — the two casts are 
altogether different; surely with whom- 
soever the Governor and hia lady are 
content lo associate, 1 may condescend to 
notice and convene with I" 

By your leave, no, ingenious reader , 
assuming, which you will excuse, (hat 
you have put forward, — the above foolish 
poiition, propounded in our hearing by 
one of the old dancing ladies aforesaid* 

Sir CsuiLn, and Lady Ussy Km 
Roy are, in a situation in this eoUmy, 
very different, (even morally considered) 
from yours. They have (fie one greatduty of 
governing a hundred and sixty thousand 
souls, according lo the best of their judg- 
ment. They have come here with certain 
impressions, (as every body else doei) of 
some kind or other, touching the moral 
condition of our community. It wuuld 
be absurd to suppose, (when existing and 
not very old work* show, that marriage 
and concubinage once bore almost equal 
■way in this delightful land) that Ihu-* 
impression! were altogether in our favour. 
The cultivators of concubinage mint be ( 
governed, as well u the votaries of mar 
nage. And if the whole society, govern- 
ment officers, member* of the Legislature, 
the profeisional and mercantile classes, 
were about equally divided in their (astcs 
touching the above item of their domestic 
arrangement*, it would perhaps be nearly 
impossible for the Gdveilnoi and hi* Lady. 
wholly to avoid, tome kind of communi- 
cation! with exceptionable people of both 
*e«i. Such acts with them, would not 
be acts of choice, but of duty, and there- 
fore of nectsiily. They wonld fee! thai 
their very rank and elevation, and i#ee— 
the last uf which makes the business uf 
dining-rooms and ball-rooms, more 
matter of routine, than of personal tule 
or choice, — would exempt theru from ihe 
suspicion that their tnles, and genuine 
•ocial inclinations were to be inferred 
from the character* and habits of their 
gueit*. Perhaps loo it ia somewhat cha- 
racteristic of high rank, especially if it* 
real importance is exagge rated, aa it fre- 
quently is, in the mind of tbe possessor, 
to consider Ihit the mingling with con- 
ditions of life beneath itself, is never a 
degradation to the higher, but a conde- 
scension to ihe lower rank. Do wt 
think, therefore, that we are necessarily to 
apply the same rule of construction to a 
Goveihoh, or to his Lady's conduct, 
that which we apply to your*. If he 
is sent to govern a people whom he (being 
perhaps freah from the reading of the cvi- [ 
dene*, before the Transportation Con* 
ml- *oftbeflouK of 



n*1 u rally enough consider, as s most riff I 
raff community, so tangled together in 
their social and moral r, latinos, as to defy 
any attempt at (he moral clusificnliun and 
diacriitiianhou obtaining elsewhere, where 
is the wondet tf hi* nut attempting any 
discrimination, si lo Govern men! 
House invitation* < Where the disgrace 
of being indiscriminate in hi* invitations 
if he conacieiitiousty beliesei, — and who 
can venture to say he does not,— tint dis- 
crimination is impracticable ? And lastly, 
how far will he really be inerrorat all, if 
hi* apparent previous eilimate of you i* 
amply vindicated, verified, and confirmed, 
by your own conduct in contenting lo mix 
with Ihoie, whom rely upon it, 
if Sir Chs.b-.vs and Lady Mmv. 
a en- in your situation or free choice, 
and were not under an impression that 
they were performing a duty— they would 
not admit within their door*. Reflect 
upon this, and if, after iuch reflection, 
and if upun entertaining no repugnance 
to take your wife to the same ball, at 
which " person* you are nut obliged to 
see," are also lo he seen, you should still 
think (hat yoo, — you are the society of 
Sir Cttsatsm and Lady Mary Fiti atov '« 
choice,— the choice of a lady and gentle- 
man, who at any rate, have moved in 
really polished society, why wt can only- 
say that by so thinking, you flaller your 
own attractions, as much ai you disparage 
their tail*. 

But suppose It to be conceded lo you, 
that the Gotu-hos. did act from (atte, and 
not fruin sense of duly, what dues l bat 
prove but that hi* taste is a very bad one, 
and one, to which, (if you are not too 
much of a slave and a pantile, to shew a 
better taste of your own,) you ought 
not (o conform ? We certainly 
have yet to learn, thai it U 
any privilege uf a Governor, or even of 
a King, to unsettle, or recast the mural 
frame work of society. Bum* said, and 
he was no bad judge, tbal ill Kings were 
loveri of low company ; but we never met 
with any one, who thereupon contended, 
that ai I a K i n g '* subject* would the rtf ore be 
fully justified or excused, in reducing 
Ibeir own tastes to the regal level. No, 



King* ind Governor!, together with Ihe 
humblest of those among the fleeting 



generation! of man, must bow before thuse 
great principles of moral truth, which 
are as eternal and immutable isGon.
